He was nearly 60 when 
he began tostudy ancient Greek, 
Renaissance Spanish and modern 
French — all these in addition 
to the seven languages he had 
already mastered: ‘Hebrew, Yid- 
dish, Russian, German, English, 
Turkish and Arabic. . 

His intelectual pursuits were 
always closely related to the pro- 
greas of ‘his career.

doubt that Plato and Aristotle 
had a great influence on his con- 
ception of the future Jewish state. 

When war with the Arabs be- 
came a certainty, he began to 
devour military Literature; he 
was especially fascinated by Thu- 
eydides, whose work he read and 
re-read. During his last years, he 
took up the study of bio Εν, and 
found a great ‘challenge in his 
research into the structure of the 
human brain. 

There was one book which he 
never stopped studying from the 
time he learned to read: the

His Insatiable intellectual cu- 
riosity for analysis and examina- 
tion did not, however, impair his 
capacity to make decisions. A 
man unusually strong will and 
character, Ben-Gurion would not 
allow any subject to pass him by 
without taking a definite position 
on it, And when he took that 
position, ‘he would stick by it 
even #f he were the only man in 
the world to do so. He was no 
stranger ‘to doubt, but he could 


never be neutral about anything pl 


of importance. Expert opinion 
never seemed to awe him. “All 
the experts are experts on what 
has been: there are no experts 
on what is going to be,” he used 
to say. 


BEN-GURION was a great real- 
ist with a profound respect for 
facts. But he was ‘also a great 
visionary, who believed that the 
only facts that are durable are 


-thoge that have an_historica} 


meaning. He was ‘a very bold 
man who insiated that progress 
is only achieved by bold men. But 
he was also 2 man with a very 
great sense of responsibility. The 
hardest task he ever faced, he 
said, was informin arents of 
the death of a son in battle. 
He used to start his working 
day in a remarkably calm frame 
of mind. He was never shaken 
by defeat or calamity and he 
never shirked a battic. He ac- 
quired the reputation of a man 


who is a stranger to his fellow-- 


men; but whoever reads his eulo- 
gies of decensed comrades will 
realize that he knew them 
through and through. He was re- 
puted ‘to be without sentiment; 
but whoever reads his love let- 
ters to hig wife, Paula, will realize 


that, deep down, he was a roman- 
ticist. He was said to be quick 
to anger; but whoever examines 
his outbursts cloxcly enough will 
realize that they were a mingling 
of impulse and method. He was 
also widely believed to be a very 
lonely man; but whoever saw 
him with people could not but 
realize that he needed the society 
of men as much as he needed 
air to breathe. 

Ben-Gurion detested the coun- 
terfeit and the illusory. He look- 
ed cruelty-in the eye, and he knew 
full well that one must pay a 
cruel price to overcome it. He 
knew that this would require sa- 
trifices and he said so openly 
and without evasion. They say, 
and rightly so, that he foresaw 
the Future. But first and fore- 
most he gaw the present. He 
saw it as it was, without any 
embellishment. 

His personality was master of 
hig talent, but his vislon waa 
master of his personality, He was 
still no more than a child when 
he made the decision to grapple 
with the fate of the Jewish peo- 
ple and to change the course of 
their history. He was well aware 
of the physical weakness of his 
people — “the smallest among 
the nations” — but he also be- 
lieved firmly In ‘the spiritual vi- 
gour of this ‘‘chosen people.” If 
ever there was a perfect conjunc- 
tion of individual and history, it 
was this meeting between David 
Ben-Gurion and the Jewish peo- 


le. 
He was blessed with an extra- 
ordinary ‘faculty for always being 
in the right place, always saying 
the right thing, always doing 
what he said he was going to do. 
He knew the world, and was not 
afrald to challenge it. He knew 
his own people and did not 
flinch from leading them. He 
fought for a sovereign place for 
them in a changing world. He 
offered an independent homeland 
to 2 people that had become 
inured to exile and dependence. 
Towards the end of his life it 
became obvious that, in the eyea 
of the world, he was a member 
of that select group of jant 
statesmen of this century which 
includes Churchill, de Gaulle, Ado- 
nauer and Mao Tee-tung, all bril-

THAT RARE ADDAX now 
tramping the Negev wilderness is 
a citizen of New York. 

Unlike Jews returning from 
the Diaspora, the addax cannot 
abandon legal connections with 
the land of his birth. The ad- 
dax cannot simply run wild in 
the land of his ancestors, un- 
encumbered by technical legal 
ties. ᾿ 

The red tape which bridles 
wild animals indigenous to 
ancient Israel is one of the prob- 
lems facing the Holy Land Con- 
servation Fund, Using an astute 
combination of money and in- 
fluence, the fund is cutting the 
red tape and returning the anl- 
mals from their own exile. 

The fund, a ‘brain-child of 
American conservationists, acts 
for wildlife in the Holy Land 
much like the Jewish Agency has 
worked returning Jews to Israel. 
The fund's objective is to re- 
opulate wild areas of the Holy
